The Commission, having reviewed the complaint filed by General Electric 

Company (“GE”) against the Louisville Gas and Electric Company (“LG&E”), finds that a 

prima facie case has not been made at this time.  However, sufficient evidence has 

been presented to justify the initiation of an investigation of the issues raised by GE.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. Within 20 days of the date of this Order, LG&E shall file an original and six 

copies of a pleading setting forth any objections, claims, or defenses it may have to the 

complaint of GE, which is attached hereto as Appendix A, and shall serve a copy of 

same on GE.

2. Within 25 days of the date of this Order, GE and LG&E shall file proposed 

procedural schedules setting forth suggested events and dates for conducting this 

investigation.
